Few Coffee Countians can 
trace their ancestors as far 
back in local history as Miss 
Gladys Clark, clerk of the cir- 
cuit court. Over a century ago 
her ancesors moved into this 
region from Georgia and the 
Carolinas. 

Miss Gladys was’ born and 
reared in Coffee County, the 
daughter of the late G. H. and 
Irene Cooper Clark. 

The Clark family, over a cen- 
tury ago, left Virginia and moy- | 
ed into the Carolinas where they 
stayed a few years and then 
moved to Coffee County. 

The Cooper family’ came into | 
Alabama from Georgia over a 
century ago and settled in Dale 
County, near Daleville. They 
lived there until the Civil War. 
Capt. Jack Cooper, the great- 
grandfather of Miss Gladys, was 


killed in the early part of the 
Civil War. After the war, his’ 
widow moved with her family 


to Coffee County and settled 
about four miles east of Pine 
Level. Land she now owns was 
homesteaded by her great- 
grandfather Clark.

At a regu’ar term of court 
when the Judge and Jury have 
reached a verdict in the case, 
the Judge in a few words notes 
their findings. The Clerk, froin 
these notes, has to write into 
the minutes of the court, the 
judgement. And this judgement 
must be able to withstand the 
scrutiny of the most able de- 
fense lawyer. The Court of Ap- 
peals and sometimes the Sup- 
reme Court of the State. 

Fifteen years from the date 
of one of these decrees or judge- 
ments, upon which thousands of 
dollars may hang, it must be 
available for inspection.
